pledges of new food supplies, informa- 
tion reaching this country by way of 
Switzerland makes it plain that only 
by force of arms will the people be re- 
strained from open rioting in the 
larger centers.

It was 
hoped that definite assurances that 
food supplies -would be sent into Aus- 
tria from Kussui would follow the 
meeting. No announcement has been 
made, however, and Socialist leaders 
are again urging workmen to inaugu- 
rate food strikes.
